Map Of Edmonton District

It seems hardly credible, yet it is

In other words, they were very 
carefully sowing a “smother” crop, 
and much of the labor of cultivation 
was in reality making for a rapid 
multiplication of weeds. The use of 
the fanning mill will correct much of 
this evil. 

Farmers would increase their 
and lower their operating 
costs by using clean graded seed. Tho 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
administers through its Seed Branch 
a “Seed Act” which provides that “all 
seed offered or exposed for sale in 
Canada must come within minimum 
standards provided for the removal 
of small, shrunken, immature or 


| broken kernels or inert matter; that 


the sced itself be mature, plump, 
sound, ete,,; and that the seed comply 
with minimum standards for purity 
and germination test. 

The highest grade of seed is term- 
ed ‘registered’, Seed growers produc 
ing such “registered seed" are under 
Government inspection, and their 
crops must be 99.98 per cent pure to 
| variety before they receive recogni- 
tion, Crop registration is assigned by 
the Canadian Seed Growers Associa 
Samples of such seéd are sub 
jected to Jaboratory inspection, and 
the entire lot from which the sample 


j;has been taken is Inspected and if 
| found up to standard it is tagged and 


officially sealed, 

Farmers would do well to secure a 
small quantity of this “registered” 
seed and the following season with 
the seed produced from the small 
quantity seed a larger acreage. 

The lower the grade of seed tho 
more weed seeds they contain, and 
generally speaking the lower the 
vitality and poorer the quality,

| young child are, as a rule, not lack- 
ing. Locally there will we slight in- 
flammation, with swelling; the area 
in wihch the tooth will erupt show- 
ing a tenseness and shinyness of tis- 
sue. The child will exhibit a tendency 
to bite at anything such ag its toes, 
fingers etc., and evidence a general 
| irritability and restlessness, accom- 
panied, possibly by a slight fever. 

Should the eruption of the tooth 
{seem too tardy and cause the child 
jconsiderable pain, the family dentist 

should be consulted, 
| As soon as the first tooth has erupt- 


|ed the use of the mouth cloth should) 


| be supplemented by a soft brush, us- 
| ing clear water in the dally brushing. 
| Later when the child has reached the 
age when it will not swallow ecvery- 
| thing that is put in its mouth, a lit- 
| tle good dental cream may be put on 
the brush, 

However, along with these efforts, 
attention should be given to a correct 
| diet, and the parent should insist on 
| proper mastication of its food by the 
| child. 

Little children should not be al- 
jlowed to eat candy or other sweets; 
| they are rulnous to the young teeth. 

It would not be too early to take 
the child to the dentist at two and a 
half or three years of age, and there- 
after at intervals of from three to 
six months, @8 may prove necessary. 
{In this way, small cavities can be de- 
tected early and treated with prac- 
tically no discomfort to the child, and 
so the teeth are preserved from fur- 
ther and extensive decay.
